Editor of The Times: 
It is only in behalf of the Gettys­ 
burg Fire Company, in behalf of the 
citizens of Gettysburg and for the 
taking care of and better preservation j 
of the fire apparatus, that this article 
is written. 
At the last regular meet- j 
ing of the town council, they took 
another step backward by their re­ 
fusal to give out the contract and in­ 
stall a heating plant at the fire en­ 
gine house, without giving any good 
reasons for the action they 
have 
taken; all honor to the three mem­ 
bers who had the courage to vote to 
have the heating plant installed at 
once without any delay and all d is-1 
honor to the five members who voted 
against it. 
Is it possible? can it be 
possible that a body of men, who are 
supposed to be intelligent, capable, 
having the ability to manage the af­ 
fairs of the borough, would refuse to 
do something that is urgently needed 
at this time? Why postpone installing 
a heating plant until next summer? 
We do not need it next summer nor 
any other summer, but we do need it 
this winter and every winter and if it 
is installed now it will be there sum­ 
mer and winter in the future and 
especially in the winter season, when 
needed; don’t put off until next sum­ 
mer w'hat ought to be done now; 
through the action taken in this mat­ 
ter by the town council, they have 
fully demonstrated 
that 
they 
are 
guilty of gross negligence, by neglect­ 
ing and refusing to install a heating 
-plant at this time; they are also guilty 
of indifference and inconsistency, in­ 
difference to the wants, needs, wishes 
and desires of the fire company and 
the citizens of the town; their action 
is inconsistent with those 
things; 
they are not representing their con­ 
stituents in the three wrards of the 
town as they should 
be represented. 
The fire company is always ready to 
respond to all calls for help to save 
property, in all kinds of weather, day 
or night, in towrn or country; 
at the 
first sound of the siren, they are out 
and on duty, but when they arrive at. 
the engine house and find that the 
fire apparatus is not in good working 
condition caused by low, freezing tem­ 
peratures, there is delay in getting to 
the scene of a fire; 
whose 
fault is 
this? 
It is not the fault of the fire 
company; the burden of blame rests 
upon the town council; they are alone 
responsible; the fire company is en­ 
tirely exonerated; to get rid of this 
burden and 
responsibility; 
to over­ 
come those difficulties 
we 
urge the 
town council of 
Gettysburg 
in 
all 
earnestness to give the fire company 
what they so justly 
deserve; 
show' 
them your appreciation for their valu­ 
able services by installing a heating 
plant without 
any delay; 
make it 
pleasant and combo table for the fire­ 
men when they return from a fire and 
when they meet socially during those 
long winter evenings; do ro t let the 
Installing of a heating plant at the 
engine house be 
made a 
forcible or 
compulsory matter, which is spoken 
of as a last resort; do your 
whole 
duty as 
councilmen; 
otherwise 
we 
might as well be 
without 
a 
town 
council. There is a vast difference be­ 
tween the town council and the fire 
company; 
while 
the 
fire company 
fight fires, save property and perform 
all their duties 
properly, 
the town 
council fights the fire company and 
fails to perform 
their 
duty; 
it 
is 
worse than a shame to treat the fire 
company unfair or unjust. 
The only 
and best plan, is for the towm coun­ 
cil to call 
a 
special 
meeting very 
soon and reconsider and rescind their 
action taken at their last regular 
meeting and decide by a unanimous 
vote, or at least by a m ajority vote, to 
install a heating plant at the fire en­ 
gine house at once 
without 
delay; 
they will then receive and retain the 
appreciation, confidence, good will, 
respect and thanks of 
the fire com­ 
pany and the citizens of Gettysburg; 
otherwise they will receive nothing 
but 
condemnation 
and indignation; 
w'hich would they rather receive? It is 
up to the town council to decide.

Plying kiteg will always be a popular 
boys' sport and a distinctly; new type of

kite, which haa been found successful, is 
shown in the drawing. It, is made from 
ordinary cone drinking cups, a number 
of which can be purchased for a few 
cents. 
The sharp end of the cone al­ 
lows the kite to climb in the wind while 
a snail lead shot, split and attached to 
a short alength of thread, which is fas­ 
tened to the rim of each cone as indi­ 
cated, acts as a tail. Small round split 
fishline sinkers can be used instead of 
dkot The cones are strung at intervals 
alang the line and the kite can be fash­ 
ioned into various shapes, depending on 
the ingenuity of the builder. The “pull" 
of the kite increases with the number of 
cones used.

Repairing Galoshes 


Rubber galoshes wear out rapidly at 
the heels and are tlien usually discard­ 
ed. It is, however, an easy matter to 
repair them. 
Cut two pieces of thin 
leather, place them over tho hole, on 
both inside aud outside, and nail them 
together securely. Galoshes repain d in 
this way have lasted several seasons. 


What You Should Do When YouTut Your Finger 


While cuts usually are not dangerous 
unless an artery or a vein is severed, 
they are likely to give considerable 
trouble if not properly treated, say* Dr. 
Herman N. Bundescn, Commissioner of 
Health, City of Chicago, in a special 
article. 
Over 600 persons die in the 
United States every year from the ef­ 
fects of'cutting or piercing instruments, 
and many of the injuries were not at 
first considered serious. 
Have the wound cleaner!. That is the 
first and one of the most important 
steps. 
Always try to get someone to 
dress the cut for you. 
The cleansing 
should be done carefully so that no dirt 
or other source of infection is left, in or 
introduced into the wound. If the skin 
is covered wifh grease or oil. remove 
this with benzine or alcohol (not wood 
alcohol). Green soap and wafer art' suf­ 
ficient in other cases. 
Rub away from 
the cut so that foreign matter will not 
be brushed into it. 
The next step is to nee an ant rep* ie 
Iodine is good for many wounds. 
I 
should be put ou with an applier tor­ 
ii toothpick or a small stick with i bit of 
gause twisted around it. Use this as a 
-wab, dipping it into the iodine and grn- 
ily brushing it over the mjurv. 
Next, apply a strip of sterile gauze. 
Handle the gauze by the ends go that 
the fingers do not touch the part that is 
to come in contact with tho wound. Lay 
the piece directly on the cut and then 
apply the bandage. 
This should bt' wound firmly but not 
too tight. 
With a little practice, you 
can learn to twist the riot ii as you wrap 
it so that it will not *.,p. Split the end 
for tying or use a cord or Few the ban­ 
dage. Use no salves or ointments. 
If a vein or artery has been severed. 
cill or visit a doctor at once, and in the 
meantime endeavor to stop the'bleed­ 
ing. This can usually be? done with a 
tourniquet, improvised from a handker­ 
chief and a stick 
Fold the handkerchief 
diagonally, bring the opposite comers 
up and spread them so the cloth trill lie 
nearly the- same width throughout. 
The important point to observe rn us­ 


ing a tourniquet is the position of the 
wound. If an artery has been cut, which 
is indicated by intermittent spurts of 
bright-red blood from the wound, the 
tourniquet should be applied above the 
wound. 
When a vein is severed, the 
blood will flow evenly and will be 
darker, and the tourniquet is put on 
below the cut because blood in the veins 
flows beck toward the heart. After ty­ 
ing the handkerchief in the’proper posi­ 
tion. insert the stick between the two 
folds and turn it ufitd the bleeding stops. 
Loosen the tourniquet slightly after a 
few moments to ease the strain and 
cleanse the wound, but twist it back 
again quickly. 
The above applies to cuts on arms 
and legs only; for cuts on head, neck 
and trunk, a doctor should always be 
called.

Berlin.—A hundred and sixty year- 
old legal battle, revealing an alleged 
clandestine love affair of King Fred­ 
erick the Great and involving 
an 
estate valued at $37,500,000, is ap­ 
proaching final decision in Germany’s 
highest courts. 
The claimant is Amo von Freders­ 
dorff, while the defendants are de­ 
scendants of a historical character, 
Marie 
Elizabeth 
Daum, 
beautiful 
daughter of a Potsdam 
merchant, 
who lived in the Eighteenth century. 
For many years, the Fredersdorff 
family lost suit after suit for the 
estate, but several years Hgo a docu­ 
ment, claimed to be a confession of 
Mile. Daum in which she reveals that 
she came into possession of the prop­ 
erty through intrigue, 
murder and 
falsification, was found.

ersdorff won a series of victories in 
the lower courts and the defendants 
appealed. 
Fredersdorff 
claims

fortune 
dates back to his great great uncle, 
Michael Gabriel von Fredersdorff, se- 
cret chamberlain of Frederick 
the 
Great. 
Many favors and much prop­ 
erty were heaped upon the chamber­ 
lain by the king. 
Mile. Daum, with 
two 
children, 
moved into the palace, where she was 
known as Mrs. Fredersdorff, widow of 
the chamberlain’s brother, and was 
the subject of much attention by the 
king, the Fredersdorff petition alleges. 
The real Mrs. Fredersdorff, it is con­ 
tended, died under mysterious circum­ 
stances in 1757. 
The chamberlain 
died a year later. 
The alleged confession reveals that 
Mile. Daum met Frederick while 
he 
was crown prince and when the latter 
became king and heaped favors upon 
his chamberlain she became jealous. 
As a result, the document continues, 
she poisoned both the Fredersdorff*, 
altered the chamberlain’s will so as to 
gain his peofjertv and filed a fake 
marriage certificate showing she was 
the chamberlain’s first wife, whom he 
had not legally divorced before mar^T 
lying a second time.

king was shocked to learn the cham­ 
berlain had ignored his son in his will, 
but could not order an investigation 
for fear of exposing the illicit love 
affair with Mile.
